Program Notes 


WOMEN’S CHAMBER CHOIR 

Gifts from the Sea is based on the book, 

Gifts from the Sea, by Anne Morrow 
Lindbergh. The author writes of her sojourn 
by the beach - a time for reflection on a 
life that has become filled with the various 
demands of wife, mother and writer. As the 
difficulty of balancing these roles weighs 
upon her, she finds guidance from her 
surroundings. The sea, the beach and the 
shells offer moments of wisdom. 

Lindbergh takes a particular fascination 
with the hermit crab, a creature that changes 
its shell. Joy is found in being able to discard 


the “trappings” of one’s life. 

We hear the “hermit crab motive” 
several times “scurrying” through the 
musical setting. On a more general level, 
the musical interpretation focuses upon 
wavelike patterns in the accompaniments 
(large arpeggios in two-measure phrases) 
and static, floating melodic lines for the 
chorus, as though riding atop the waves. 
(Notes from the score, ECS 6717) 

Vestiga (Daley): The Toronto Children’s 
Chorus commissioned this beautiful work 
from Eleanor Daley in honor of her birthday 
concert in May, 2005. The text is a treasure 
and one that singers will enjoy. Bliss Carman 



(1861-1929) was bom in New Brunswick, 
was descended from American Loyalists 
and attended the University of New 
Brunswick, Edinburgh and Harvard. The 
musical setting is lyrical and expressive with 
great sensitivity to the text. (Notes by Jean 
Ashworth Bartle from the score, Hinshaw 
HMC2134) 

Vestigia (Raminsh): Based upon the 
well-known poem by Canadian poet, 

Bliss Carman, Vestigia explores a variety 
of moods and tone colors made available 
by the solo voice, treble choir, violin and 
violincello soli, and piano. 

The piece begins with a lyrical 
meditative solo by the violin which then 
becomes a duet with the solo voice. The 
piano enters and a two part choir continues 
the verse, which is finished by the solo 
voice. The second verse echoes the first but 
with the cello taking the part of the violin 
and the choir the part of the solo. The third 
verse introduces a new rhythmic idea and a 
haunting, mysterious atmosphere with the 
choir providing a wordless accompaniment 
to the solo at the beginning. Verse four is 
a transitional one leading into the fifth 
verse which combines all the voices and 
instruments in a recapitulation of the main 
theme. (Notes from the score, Boosey and 
Hawkes OCTB6717.) 

MACMILLAN SINGERS 

John Corigliano composed Fern Hill in 
1960, when he was about the age that Dylan 
Thomas was when he wrote the poem. Fern 
Hill is the name of his aunt and uncle’s farm 
in Wales, where Thomas spent many happy 
summers as a child. The poetry captures 
the innocence of childhood, examined 
later in the light of adulthood, when one 
recalls carefree times from the perspective 
of wisdom and knows that life is fraught 
with challenges, and that even when young, 
“Time (holds) me green and dying, in my 
chains like the sea.” Corigliano captures 
the poet’s lyricism through accessible 
writing, which is not without challenges, 
yet vocally and expressively rewarding. It 
treats the text sensitively, capturing both 


the carefree mood of the initial verses and 
also the reflectivity of the later stanzas. The 
composer produced several versions of 
the music, one for orchestra, and one for 
chamber ensemble, as well as a reduction 
for piano. 

WOMEN’S CHORUS 

Odeon is a choral rendering of an 
instrumental composition in the Brazilian 
Choro style by Ernesto Nazareth and 
Hubaldo Mauricio, arranged by Juan-Tony 
Guzman. Choro is a complex popular 
musical form, native to Brazil, which is 
almost purely instrumental. Based on 
improvisation and an amalgamation of 
diverse cultural influences, it is known 
for its virtuosity, large melodic leaps, 
syncopated rhythms, and often celebratory 
character. In this piece, the voices sing 
percussive syllables to achieve a rhythmic, 
instrumental effect. 

Elijah Rock is an African-American 
spiritual arranged by Clifton J. Noble Jr. 

The arranger sought to offer a break from 
the flowing, lyrical repertoire normally 
associated with treble choirs - hence the 
driving rhythms and edgy attitude of 
this Gospel number. This upbeat, punchy 
arrangement incorporates the spiritual 
“Rock My Soul.” 

Frobisher Bay is a piece by Canadian 
singer-songwriter James Gordon that tells 
the story of a doomed whaling expedition 
in the Arctic Sea. The text speaks of the 
loneliness of the crew, stranded and frozen, 
and of their loved ones left behind. 

J’entends le moulin (“I hear the 
millwheel”) is a lively arrangment of a 
French Canadian folksong by Donald 
Patriquin. The text is a set of rhyming 
nonsense verses. The composer has written 
an elaborate piano accompaniment and also 
included parts for various small percussion 
instruments, played by the choir, which 
imitate the sound of the millwheel, along 
with the repeated text, “tique tique taque!” 

Libertango is an arrangement by Oscar 
Escalada of a composition by Argentinian 
tango composer Astor Piazzolla. The piece 



is in the Tango Nuevo style, an innovation 
of Piazzola’s, in which he brought together 
elements from jazz and classical music. 
“Libertango” combines “tango” with the 
Spanish word “libertad” (liberty). The 
characteristic 3+3+2 rhythm which drives 
the piece is combined with improvisatory 
melodies. The vocal lines depict both the 
rhythmic intensity and sultry melodies 
typical of the tango, for a bold, passionate 
result. 

MEN’S CHORUS 

Aaron Copland is best remembered for 
creating a truly American style of music 
which is full of folk influences, and melodic 
and harmonic simplicity. Many of his 
choral works originated as songs for voice 
and piano, later arranged by others for 
chorus with the composer’s authorization. 
Copland’s music often incorporates folk 
melodies ranging from minstrel songs to 
hymns to political satire. The words and 
music for At the River were originally 
written in 1864 by Robert Lowry, a popular 
American Baptist minister. 

Eleanor Daley is one of Canada’s 
most successful and gifted composers of 
choral music. Her choral music is rich 
in imagination and lyricism, as is evident 
in the beautiful The Stars are with the 
Voyager. She is currently the Director of 
Music at Toronto’s Fairlawn Avenue United 
Church, she has accompanied both the 
Amadeus Choir and the Bach Children’s 
Choir, and has written commissions for 
many choral organizations throughout the 
Canada and the US. 

American Z. Randall Stroope is 
widely known as a conductor, lecturer and 
composer. He has taken choral groups on 
nearly 60 national and international tours, 
conducts several all-state festivals each year 
in the U.S., and has appeared at Carnegie 
Hall, Lincoln Center, and summer festivals 
in Europe. The poem Amor de mi Alma was 
written by Spanish author Garcilaso de la 
Vega (1503-1536) and speaks of the deepest 
love for one’s beloved. 


Randall Thompson was an American 
composer whose first attempts at 
composition began around 1915 with a 
piano sonata and a Christmas partsong. 

In 1916 he entered Harvard University 
where he auditioned for the chorus but was 
turned down by its conductor, Archibald T. 
Davison, who eventually became his mentor. 
Thompson later mused, “My life has been 
an attempt to strike back.” In 1922 he began 
studies at the American Academy in Rome 
where, inspired by the master composers of 
the Renaissance, he developed the musical 
style which led him to the forefront of 
American choral composers. Though he 
composed symphonies, songs, operas and 
instrumental works, he is best known for 
his choral compositions. The Tarantella is 
a folk dance popular in Southern Italy as 
well as in parts of Argentina. Thompson’s 
composition uses typical traits of this 
dance - a fast upbeat tempo in 6/8 time, 
Spanish folk-like melodies and a virtuosic 
instrumental part for the piano. 

WOMEN’S CHAMBER CHOIR 
& MEN’S CHORUS 

Ariel Ramirez (1921-2010) was an Argen¬ 
tinean composer, pianist and conductor. In 
addition to studying composition, Ramirez 
researched traditional rhythms of the An¬ 
dean zone of South America, collecting over 
400 folk and country songs and popular 
songs. These materials influenced his most 
important works such as Navidad Nuestra 
(1964), La Peregrinacion (1964); Los caudi- 
llos (1965); Mujeres Argentinas (1969), and 
his best known compositions: Alfonsina y el 
Mar (1969) and Misa Criolla (1964). 

The Misa Criolla is a mass that 
combines Spanish text with Andean 
instruments and rhythms. This mass is 
based on folk genres such as Chacarera 
Trunca, Carnavalito and Estilo Panpeano. 

Originally written for keyboard, guitar 
and percussion, this piece has been adapted 
for two guitars and percussion as part of 
Ana Alvarez’ doctoral research on Latin 
American music.
